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\ Case for Vigilance 


PECIAL attention needs to be called to the recent attempt in the House of 
Commons to give local authorities the power to impose a charge for parking 
in the street. This was recorded in a news item on page 815 last week. The 
fact that the clause was withdrawn does not mean that vigilance can be relaxed, for 
the Government reply was singularly unsatisfactory to the motoring public, especially 
when considered in the light of the enormous amount of taxation which motorists pay. 

The Ministerial view is that experiment should be made only after careful thoug)it 
and with rigorous safeguards. But—and this is the important part of the reply—the 
Government, said the Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of Transport, did not 
close the door once and for all on this proposal, but felt strongly that it was not a 
power which could be granted to local authorities until there had been an oppot 
tunity of making an experiment. The experiment would, no doubt, be a trial install: 
tion of parking meters, which the clause was intended to permit. 

This journal has a strong objection to parking meters, which are a face-saver for 
neglect to provide adequate roads and parking places, and which are coveted by local 
authorities as a useful and automatic device wherewith to supplement the rates; more 
over, no one has succeeded in answering the objection that the bay they indicate can 
be occupied all day provided that the car owner concerned returns and inserts 
another coin. But even these objections pale against our repugnance towards the 
principle of forcing one class, and one class only, to pay for temporary occupation of 
a portion of the Queen’s Highway 

Local authorities are not notably broadminded, particularly over motoring matteis, 
as can be witnessed in their stealthy extension of the speed limit by the device of 
erecting lamps. Permission to charge for highway parking would not stop at meter 
before long, travel in Britain would again be subject to Danegeld, paid to modern 
highwaymen. 


Where are the Vigilantes ? 

T is in matters such as the above that motorists need strong, militant organizations 
—bodies that will fight, and fight hard on their behalf. The contemporary 
respectability of the existing bodies, which is sometimes described as hardening 

of the arteries, is out of tune with the disrepute into which the motorist has fallen 
once again at the hands of safety propagandists, vote-catching Parliamentary sallies 


and an envy stimulated by the party slogan, “fair shares.” It is a far cry from the 
great Staplee-Firth of the early A.A. days to the occasional dignified letter, signed by 
the two secretaries, which gently disputes anti-motoring views expressed in the 
correspondence columns of the soberest daily journals 

Frustrated motorists, struggling to cope with too much traffic, too many regula 
tions, the elderly, the children, and the ubiquitous pet dog, long for someone to fight 
their battles in the daily Press, in both Houses, on the hoardings and in the courts. 
And when they use the phrase they mean fight in the attacking sense, and not retrear, 
step by step, only occasionally raising an arm to ward off the blows. For this pur- 
pose the motoring organizations have ceased to be really useful, for the illustrious 
names that now gract their offices can hardly be associated with the pugnacity that ts 
called for; yet the British public respects a fighter, as witness the stirring defence of 
the sugar trade by Lord Lyle and his ally, Mr. Cube. It is time that Mr. Cube moved 
over into the driving seat of a car 

In other contexts dissatisfaction is rife. Every time a motorist crosses the Channel 
he is conscious that the complication involved is a source of income to his organiza 
tion; he is grateful, admittedly, for the way in which he 1s relieved of the complication 
by the personnel concerned, but he wonders why there is not a more militant advocacy 
of the further simplification of international touring. Moreover, he wonders if, in 
matters of defence, his interests are best served by a standing joint committee, and 
not by competing advocates. Unity is, admittedly, strength in some contexts; in 
others it spells only the sluggishness of giant monopolies

In some respects at least American design is, however 
coming nearer to European standards. The adoption 
12-volt electrical systems is one example, and is necessitated 
by the more exacting ignition demands of higher compression 
ratios. In styling also the same tendency is noted in some 
of the latest U.S. models, such as the Studebaker and 
Hudson, which are of much lower build than formerly and 
in which Italian influence is evident. 

If the American motorist accepts a reduction in overal! 
height and becomes used to it, one wonders if the next step 
might not be corresponding reductions in overall width and 
length.

BEN 1953 


REVIEW of their work in 1953 has 
been published by the Motor and 
Cycle Trades Benevolent Fund.

It was, 
he thinks, the maintenance of perfect 
seating which most helped the valves to 
remain in good condition for 128,000 
miles, having been spared the corrosive 
scouring which takes place when burn- 
ing gases escape past a badly seating 
valve.

Free Use of Gear Lever 


The owner’s careful warming up 
was no doubt good for the bearings, as 
also were his driving methods.

quite strong. In this country there are, as it were, 
two camps, the Citroen enthusiasts and the rest. This state 
of affairs is all the more interesting when it is realized that 
the car occupies a very different position in its country of 
basic origin across the Channel. Although these cars have 
been assembled in England for many years, the front wheel 
drive Citroen is considered as something rather special and a 
car for the enthusiast or connoisseur, while in France it is 
one of the most popular makes and is very much a car for 
everyday transport. 

Why should this difference in outlook or reaction exist ? 
This is a question that can best be answered by considering 
the various qualities built into the design and also in some 
degree by ‘considering the differences in operating condi- 
tions between the two countries. The Citroen is perhaps 
unique inasmuch as its basic design has been in existence 
for almost two decades. Various engine sizes as well as 
several body sizes have been produced, but the main layout 
has remained unchanged; yet in a number of ways it is 
still not outdated. 

Weight distribution with a bias towards the front wheels, 
rack and pinion steering and wishbone and torsion bar 
independent front suspension, are all features that were 
well ahead of their time when they were first introduced, 
and are still current today. 

The Citroen Six was last tested by The Autocar over 
three years ago and during that time very few modifications 
have been made, the most noticeable being to the appear-

ance of the body by the addition of a luggage locker lid 
that encloses the spare wheel. The general proportions 
and rakish lines of the Six suggest that this is a car for 
“real motoring,” and right from the start the general 
stability and fine roadholding qualities are very noticeable. 
Although the engine has a capacity of almost 3 litres its 
power output is fairly low—76 b.h.p. at 3,800 r.p.m., run- 
ning on a compression ratio of 6.5 to 1. However, it 
should not be thought that the car is in any way sluggish; 
on the contrary it is very lively, with a mean maximum 
speed of a genuine 80 m.p.h. together with particularly 
good top gear acceleration around the 50-70 mark. Al- 
though its ultimate maximum speed may be less than that of 
some cars of a similar engine capacity, it is the overall time 
of a journey that is the important factor. On one run of 
100 miles over a main road route that contained a reason- 
able amount of traffic, and under conditions of fairly heavy 
rain, the Six recorded almost 45 miles in the hour without 
exceeding a maximum of much over 70, which is a com- 
fortable cruising speed for the car. On another occasion 
60 miles were covered in 66 minutes. 

As with the Light Fifteen, the transmission and final 
drive unit is placed in front of the engine, which extends 
right back to the vertical bulkhead in front of the driving 
compartment, and although the engine is “just the other 
side of the wall” it is well insulated. The engine is quite 
smooth and has good bottom end power. It is free from 
pinking with the manual overriding ignition lever in the 
fully advanced position when running on first grade fuel, 
while on ordinary grade fuel it is necessary to retard the 


com. 



























setting slightly to obtain smooth operation free from pink- 
ing. The clutch is smooth and quite light in operation, 
with just about the right amount of pedal travel. An 
unusual feature is the interlock mechanism between the 
clutch and the gear lever, so that it is not possible to change 
gear (or for that matter for the gears to jump out of 
engagement) while the clutch is engaged. ©n the par- 
ticular car tested the change was light and smooth 
on all gears except second, which was sometimes a little 
awkward to engage. The gate for the change is mounted 
in the facia panel, the gear lever extending back and to the 
right in a somewhat unusual but convenient position. Syn- 
chromesh is provided on second and top gears of the three- 
speed gear box; it is effective for normal operation but can 
be beaten if snappy changes are made. Some slight trans- 
mission gear noise can be heard, as the drive is through a 
gear train even in top gear. 

Perhaps the finest features of this car are the cornering 
and general roadholding qualities, which are of a very high 
order and immediately inspire confidence. Over all types 
of road surface the ride in both front and rear seats is 
very comfortable, a little hard by present-day standards, 
but not unduly so. The car does not pitch, nor is 
the suspension harsh, and there is a negligible amount 
of roll on corners, which can be taken very fast. There is 
a marked understeer tendency and this further increases 
the general feeling of stability. Rack and pinion steering 
produces a very accurate method of control. It is extremely 
accurate and there is a complete absence of any feeling of 
vagueness; on the other hand with 2} turns from lock to 
lock it is heavy at low speeds, although at high speeds this 
is not so noticeable. The self-centring action is good and 
quite marked if the throttle is opened while the car is 
being cornered. Although the steering is fairly well insu- 
lated from normal road shocks, a certain amount of 
vibration was transmitted back through the steering 
wheel, and this was particularly noticeable when the car 
was driven fast; this fault was later rectified by changing 
the tyres. 

Twelve-inch diameter hydraulic brakes with leading and 
trailing shoes are fitted to all wheels. Under normal con- 
ditions the braking is well up to the car’s requirements, 
and even under the severe conditions of performance test- 
ing, which call for brake applications at much more fre-

quent intervals than is necessary under normal operation, 
no brake fade was noticed. With two up, however, there 
is a tendency for the rear wheels to lock first if a violent 
stop is made. It is interesting to note that the total 
lining area for the front brakes is a little less than that 
provided at the rear. 

The general arrangement of the three pedals is very good, 
and the throttle is in a convenient position to permit the 
heel and toe type of gear change if required. The position 
of the large two-spoke steering wheel is also very comfortable 
and well arranged in relation to both the seat and the pedals. 
Because of the low build of the car and the flat floor, made 
possible by the absence of a lier-shaft tunnel, the seat 
is relatively high off the fioor, with the result that a normal 
sitting position is provided. The front bench type seat is 
well proportioned and gives ample support, although a short 
driver might well find the cushion a little long. The seat 
itself is well sprung and comfortable after long periods at 
the wheel. There is plenty of vacant floor space for the 
driver’s left foot. 


Driving Vision 


From the driving seat there is a good view of the road 
ahead and both front wings and side lamps can be clearly 
seen. The flat windscreen is wide and although the screen 
pillars are relatively thick they do not obstruct the driver’s 
vision unduly. The rearward view is also satisfactory, and 
the mirror is placed in a position where it does not mask 
a useful forward area of the windscreen, although it does 
cover the left wing. All the instruments, which include a 
clock, ammeter, fuel gauge and speedometer, are mounted 
immediately in front of the driver, who has an unobstructed 
view of them through the steering wheel. A green light is 
used to indicate low oil pressure. The instrument lighting 
is satisfactory and does not reflect in the windscreen at 
night. 

Minor controls are conveniently grouped on the right of 
the facia, with the exception of the combined light and horn 
switch, which is mounted on the steering column and looks 
rather like a small edition of a steering column gear-change 
lever. If the knob is pressed inwards towards the centre 
of the steering column the horns are sounded (a light push 
produces a soft note while a harder push increases the 
volume); if it is twisted to 90 degrees the side lights are 
switched on, while a further 90-degree twist switches on 
the head lamps. By moving the lever up and down from 
the dip to the straight-ahead position the lights can be

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flashed. The Citroen still retains an opening windscreen. 
The wiper blades are well placed and cover an effective area 
of the screen. They also overlap, and so avoid an unwiped 
portion in the centre of the glass. 

The rear seats are comfortable but a little hard, there is a 
satisfactory amount of head room, while the leg room is well 
above average. There is a smail tray for parcels behind the 
rear seats as well as an open glove box in the facia panel. 
Ashtrays are fitted on the facia panel and at the back of the 
front seat. A simple form of heater consisting of a duct 
which collects warm fresh air from the back of the radiator 
and conveys it to the passenger compartment is fitted as 
standard. It is usual practice to dismantle this duct during 
warm weather. 

Either single- or double-dip head lamps can be pro- 
vided, and the car tested was fitted with the single dip and 
switch arrangement. This provided a good spread of light, 
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Measurements in these jin to rft scale body diagrams are taken 
with the driving seat in the central position of fore and 
aft adjustment and with the seat cushions uncompressed. 
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but a longer range would be advantageous for fast night 
driving. The horns had an unusual note and from inside the 
car they appeared to be fairly quiet; however, in operation 
they proved to be quite effective. The suspension system 
has eight grease nipples which require attention at intervals 
of 600 miles. Starting from cold was very good and very 
little use of the mixture control was required. 

The Citroen Six is a car that has retained what may be 
called good vintage qualities, while at the same time pos- 
sessing modern features such as torsion bar suspension. It 
is a robust, rugged car designed for fast journeys, such as 
a day trip from Paris to the Riviera, or London to Scotland. 
It does not have the smoothness or some of the refinements 
possessed by a large number of cars today; on the other 
hand, it does have outstanding roadholding qualities that 
enable long distances to be covered at quite high average 
speed; also, for its size it has a modest thirst for fuel.

Background Details to the Magnificent Victery 


OW that the first flush of enthu- 
siasm over the great Jaguar victory 
at Le Mans has worn off, it is pos- 

sible to think back and review the race in 
all its various stages, and to comment 
reminiscently on some of its outstanding 
incidents. Rely the more one thinks 
about the victory itself, the more sweeping, 
clear-cut and wonderful it appears; about 
that, at least, there can be no argument! 

The Jaguar performance is the more 
outstanding in view of the fact that the 
manufacturers had spent much time on 
the design of an entirely new chassis, 
which, however, they did not eventually 
consider sufficiently fully tested to be en- 
tered for the race. erefore the cars 
which took part were substantially simi- 
lar, although with certain notable improve- 
ments of which more will be said at a 
later date, to the Type XK120C models 
which have performed so well in many 
events in the last two years. The fourth, 
and privately owned, Jaguar was, in fact, a 
completely standard car, bought “off the 
peg ” less than a month before the race by 
the Belgian Ecurie Francorchamps; this 
car ran perfectly throughout the race to 
achieve an extremely creditable ninth 
place.

and Wilkins—notched up only 40 minutes 
in the course of ten stops. 

All the existing race records for the full 
distance, and the record lap, were hand- 
somely beaten, the winning car covering 
220 miles more in the 24 hours than the 
Mercedes did last year. The new record 
lap (by Ascari in the 4}-litre Ferrari, in 
4m 27.4s) is over 124 seconds quicker than 
the equivalent Mercedes figure; incident- 
ally, more than one of the Jaguar drivers 
would have dearly loved to have had a 
crack at the new record towards the end 
of the race, and were restrained with diffi- 
culty by their team manager; it would have 
been foolhardy to have risked one of the 
cars in that way at the eleventh—or, 
rather, twenty- -third—hour. However, it 
did not improve “Mort” Morris- 
Goodall’s peace of mind to hear Peter 
Walker enquiring nonchalantly before a 
spell at the wheel: “ Er—just what is the 
lap record at the moment ? I 
see. Hand me my stopwatch, will “you ? 
I think I'll wear it round my neck .

record for distance covered in the 3-litre 
class; the Frazer-Nash coupé took the 2- 
litre class record; the two Porsches gave a 
fine demonstration of effortless and well- 
controlled running in capturing the 1}- 
litre records—and herein lies a story. The 
two Porsches slowed down on their last 
lap, and came over the finishing line only 
a few feet apart. They had each covered 
the same number of laps; yet, when the 
official results were issued, one car was 
credited with having covered nince-tenths 
of a mile more than the other! The 
Porsche racing manager, von Hanstein, 
pointed this impossibility out to the 


officials; there was an investigation, and 
eventually the two cars were announced to 
have tied for first place in the class and 





fifteenth in the race, with the same mileage 
figure—so all ended happily 

All ended happily, also, in the Cunning- 
ham pit; but only just! At four p.m. ex- 
actly, the finishing flag is hung out at Le 
Mans, and to qualify as a finisher every 
competing car must cross the line after 
that moment, its last lap not occupying 
more than 30 minutes. Several cars, as 
often happens, slowed right down on 
approaching the line at one minute or so 
before the hour, and awaited the flag; 
Duncan Hamilton, in the winning Jaguar, 
came by, hesitated, looked at his pit and 
then went on to do another lap. The 
Walters-Fitch Cunningham, lying third in 
the race, crossed the line slowly only a 
few seconds before the hour, and sopped 


















at its put! Nobody there realized that it 
had not officially finished, and it was not 
until twenty past four that a kindly dis- 
posed official whispered to them that the 
car must do another lap—before half-past. 
By now, too, there were crowds of people 
on the course at different points, and high 
speeds were impossible; but the car set 
off, and duly crossed the finishing line to 
regularize the position with less than two 
minutes in hand. This could have been 
a disaster of the first magnitude—and it is 
an error that the Cunningham équipe will 
never make again! 


Up and Down 


To revert to the class results, the little 
1,100 c.c. Osca coupé deservedly won its 
class at record speed; but even more 
astonishing was the performance of the 
D.B.-Panhard of Bonnet and Moynet, 
which won the 750 c.c. class, covering 40 
more miles than the Osca in the process. 
But they had cruel luck, for the car ran 
out of fuel on the last lap of all, the driver 
pushing it to the finish (their last lap occu- 
pied 20 minutes)—and this delay lost them 
the race on handicap to the Panhard of the 
Chancel brothers. Moreover, the D.B 
was announced over the loudspeakers as 
the winner on handicap, the drivers re- 
ceived the flowers and the acclamations— 
and were then regretfully informed that, 
after all, they had been beaten. This, after 
really hard motoring throughout the race, 
the last part of it-without effective brakes, 
must have been a shattering blow; but it 
is just the luck of the game.

AN ITALIAN BODY 


INCE the automobile industries of 
the world ceased to produce muni- 


tions of war and—like the cobbler 
returning to his last—got on with their 
own work, they have made great technical 
progress. That is a fact which is not 
always appreciated, but consider just one 
angle, maximum speed. It is not so long 
ago that the makes of car capable of a 
genuine 100 m.p.h. could be counted on 
the fingers of one hand. Today there are

many such makes of all nationalities, and 
very many more capable of speeds well 
into the 90s. 

Speed, of course, is not every driver's 
pigeon. Not every owner of a 100 m.p.h. 
car wishes to drive it at its maximum. 
Probably few ever do so, except perhaps 
on Continental roads designed Er fast 
travel, such as the long straight roads of 
France, the autostrada of Italy or the 
autobahnen of Germany. The evidence

of that is to be seen on British roads every 
day in the shape of such cars cruising 
gently and with safety at no more than 
say, 60 mp.h. 

The important point is that the 100 
m.p.h. car cruising at 60 m.p.h., or even 
at higher speeds, is much safer in every 
way than the average family car driven at 
the same speed or within a few m_p.h. of 
its maximum. The roadholding, suspen- 
sion, steering and brakes of the 100 m.p.h. 
car obviously must be of a standard suit- 
able for its possible maximum, and at 
lower speeds it will possess a factor of 
safety in these qualities that it would be 
unreasonable to expect from a much 
slower car. Again, should a sudden 
emergency make it desirable, the 100 
m.p.h. car can accelerate swiftly from a 
mere 60 m.p.h., whereas a car travelling 
near to its maximum speed cannot do so 

High speeds, however, introduce special 
problems, one of which, the effect of winds 
on the stability of a fast-moving vehicle, 
was dealt with in The Autocar of 
February 13, 1953. It was there shown 
that the more nearly the car approaches 
to a perfectly streamline shape, the more 
forward will the centre of pressure be

located, so that it is dangerously ahead of 
the centre of gravity and the car becomes 
unstable. 

The solution to the problem is the addi 
tion of fins or stabilizers at the rear, which 
have the effect of moving the centre of 
pressure backwards to a point approach- 
ing the centre of gravity. It is not with- 
out interest that many of the latest Italian 
bodies have rear wings which do in fact 
taper off into fins, although these are as 
yet rather rudimentary and hardly large 
enough to have any great influence. 

Now Italian coachbuilders have de- 
servedly achieved a high reputation for 
the attractive appearance of theis pro 
ducts. Indeed, it is not too much to say 
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that in recem years they have influenced 
body design the world over. They have 
been called in as consultamts by quite a 
number of American manufacturers, and 
their influence is not unknown both in 
France and in this country. 

It should not, however, be thought that 
the Italian coachbuilders are merely 
stylists with a flair for ess of 
line. In many of their designs, especi- 
ally on some of the faster chassis, it is 
evident that the obtaining of a low drag 
factor has been a primary object. That 
this has been achieved makes it all the 
more important that a stabilizing influence 
should be introduced. 

On an Alfa Romeo 1900 Sprini chassis 
there has been built by Carrozzeria Ber- 
tone an aerodynamically designed coupé 
in which the air flow problems have been 
very carefully studied. The car is known 
as the B.A.T.5, which stands for Berlina 
Aerodinamica Tecnica, and the figure five 
refers to the fact that it is the fifth such 
project. The most striking feature of 
the car is the really large fins on the rear 
wings. These actually commence as a 
sharp-edged moulding as far forward as 
the rear part of the front wings, the 
moulding gradually increasing in depth 
until at the rear of the car it is a deep 
fin which projects higher than the long 
tapering tail of the roof panel. Slots in 
the ends of the fins allow air to pass from 
the outer surface, so as to equalize air 
pee on the inner and the outer sur- 
aces.

Particularly clean looking and free from 
obstructions is the front appearance, 
which has considerable downward sl 
from the screen to the nose, so that the 
air pressure shall tend to increase and 
not to diminish the adherence of the car 
to the road.

The car is very low built, and the wind 
screen has a very considerable curvature. 
It is a single panel of glass and its manu- 
facture must have been a serious problem 
owing to the large degree of curvature. 
The rear windows are of moulded plastic 
material, and they extend from the 
quarter pillars right round to a central rib 
which unites the roof panel and the tail

The head lamps are carried on 
hinged panels in the front wings and when 
not required they are normally shut away

The Alfa Romeo Sprint chassis has 
been chosen for the experimental work 
because its performance with bodies of 
more orthodox design is well known, and 
cars are available with which comparative 
tests can be made. Any increase of per- 
formance shown by the B.A.T. 5 will, 
therefore, be owed to the body design and 
not to any special engine tuning. Un- 
doubtedly, however, this Bertone desi 
forms a very practical corollary to the 
article referred to in The Autocar of 
February 13.

Trophy Race on June 18. Wharton 
was second, Ruesch third and Moss 
fourth: Aston Martin, Frazer-Nash, 
Ferrari, Jaguar.

but there is much more to it than that. 
Road racing in the Isle of Man is tot- 
tering for lack of support, and this race 
threatens to be the last. If such proves 
the case it will be a great pity, for the 
circuit up above the seething holiday 
streets a Uemin town is a first-class 
proving ground. 

It is a circuit that deserves a close 
look. From the start it descends to right- 
handed Parkfield Corner on a good 30ft 
carriageway. Then it dips and rises again 
to Willaston Corner, a sharp right with 
a bump going in and a reverse camber 
coming out; and the width has gone down 
to around 20ft. As it climbs steadily 
up to Cronk-y-Bury it is another couple 
Mg feet narrower, and the eye notes 
apprehensively that, most of the time, 
lateral escape is nullified by a high bank 
or a harsh stone wall. There’s room to 
slide at the left-hand bend halfway up, 
but not at the right-hander a little farther 
on. After, there’s a dip and then it’s up 
to Cronk-ny-Mona, a tight right-hander 
in the hairpin of which the com- 
mentator’s box rears as gaunt as @ 
skeleton, plank-buttressed against the 
winds that tear in over the hills and 
round Snaefell.

“ON THE LOOK-OUT” 
How to Overcome the Problem of Individual Height 


[64948.]|—I congratulate the Road Research Laboratory and the 
authors of the article “On the Look Out” (The Autocar, June 
12) on the clarity with which their views on driving vision are 
expounded, but I am disappointed because they have not pro- 
duced a single fact that has not been well known to experienced 
drivers and to the motoring industry generally for many years. 
That mary, perhaps most, cars are capable of improvement in 
one respect or another affecting driving vision, there is no doubt 
But, apart from screen pillars which are too thick—a fault for 
which there is no excuse—some of the errors of design which 
may exist can be explained by the fact that cars are designed for 
drivers whose statures and figures may vary over wide limits. 
The seating, to quote one example, has therefore to be suitable 
for the driver of average stature A long-legged driver will 
accordingly have to sit with his eyes farther from the screen 
pillar than will a short-legged driver. The blind spots resulting 
from the pillars will, therefore, be further forward and the field 
of clear vision through the screen will accordingly be narrowed. 
Similarly, the long-bodied driver’s eyes will be higher than 
those of the shorter-bodied driver, which will give him a different 
field of forward vision, and also of rearward vision in the mirror. 
These and similar facts are, I am sure, well appreciated by the 
iuthors of the article, but how would they propose to deal with 
them? It is obviously impossible for every driver to have his 
or her car tailored to suit his or her particular figure, which would 
seem to be che ideal in order to ensure the best driving vision

Send a Surface Breaker Round Le Mans 


64960.|—For many years we have known that the Grand Prix 
car has made no material contribution to design 
normal vehicles. The manufacturers of piston acro engines have 
forgotten more about running at sustained high b.m.c.p. than 
the racing engine designer has yet learnt, while in matters ol 
suspension the Grand Prix cars of 1934 and onwards doubtless 
benefited greatly from the development work associated with the 
adoption of independent front suspension, and the 
research into tyre behaviour that originated in the U.S.A " 
about 1932 for the everyday car in volume production 

So far, sports car racing has remained a valuable development 
There are signs, however, that all is not well, and 
lest another American lead (this time a retrogression) be fol 
lowed, it appears desirable that action be taken to make sports 
car racing more realistic in the matter of road conditions 

Presumably in the desire for higher lap speeds the Le Man 
circuit, for example, has been so eased and so well surfaced that 
it is litle better than a high-speed track. How else could any 
designer seriously contemplate reverting to a beam axle for a 
very high-speed car? Clearly, only if the surface of the course 
were such that any suspension became superfluous. Further, 
not only was such a design contemplated, but at least one 
vehicle was actually built.

to restrict the flow. ‘These wicks deteriorate in the course of 
time and then usually completely disintegrate when the rocker 
gear is cleaned up before reassembly, with the result that the 
oil flow on to the valve guides is excessive. The wicks are 
fitted longitudinally and the “ open” ends silver soldered, so that 
it is sometimes difficult to determine that these pieces of felt are 
inserted unless one is au fait with this particular design.

FUEL STARVATION 
A Reader's Experience 
{64964.|—An enquiry in your “ Readers’ Service” (May 15 
issue) under the heading of “ Fuel Starvation” prompts me to 
relate a trouble with almost identical symptoms which beset my 
Fiat 500 for several months, It resulted in ignominious stops 
with stalled engine on any modest gradient, and a loss of engine 
power at the wider throttle openings. 
Every item of the petrol system was checked—tank was clean, 
piping and filters clear—and the simple gravity system merci- 
fully eliminated such details as delivery pressure of pumps and 
too-thick gaskets. But the trouble persisted. The engine would 
tick-over indefinitely, but any attempt to open up came against 
a flat spot, though the engine would keep pulling once the 
revs had been built up. In every case putting the starter car- 
burettor of the Solex into operation resulted in a crisp pick-up. 
It culminated in a “ must” journey that was made with the 
choke fully out and a maximum speed of 30 m.p.h. Like your 
enquirer “ E, G. W.,” I was absolutely satisfied that the ignition 
was working satisfactorily (I had checked, as well, that it sparked 
all through the speed range), but on a flash of inspiration I got 
yut a spare condenser that I carried. 
We came home under full power and stormed all hills with 
gusto—and the trouble has never recurred A. H. Betts.

Thick and Thin’ 
RECENT letter from an Ameri- 
can corresportdent expresses pro- 
amazement at the almost 
universal British principle of using 
heavy oils. A heavy oil, to American 
eyes, is any which has a viscosity rating 
of SAE20 upwards, for the trans- 
atlantic practice apparently is to use 
SAE10 normally, and SAES in ex- 
tremely cold weather. British equiva- 
lents are SAE 30 and, very occasionally, 
SAE 20. This is quite remarkable to 
me, and to my American friend, for we 
were ahead of the Americans in one 
very important aspect of lubrication, 
in the early introduction of a “ flat- 
curve” oil whose viscosity alters but 
little in extremes of temperature, hav- 
ing better fluidity than SAE 10 at sub- 
zero temperatures, and more “ body” 
than SAE 30 at s. der-high tempera- 
tures. 

It is pretty obvious that, in the 
matter of viscosity, this flat-curve oil 
represents something very near the 
ideal; if you add the fact that it pos- 
sesses properties which endow it with a 
remarkably high film strength, you are 
justified in concluding that it is nearly 
a perfect oil, and in wondering why it 
is not universally used. The answer 
can be summarized in one word: 
prejudice. Because it looks like dirty 
paraffin, laymen think it isn’t very 
“oily,” but I fear that they would be 
even more alarmed if they saw ordinary 
oil raised to the temperature at which 
it is called upon to do its most arduous 
work. I use this new oil myself in an 
engine which has to do things its de- 
signer could never have dreamt of; I 
get oil circulation the instant I start the 
engine on the coldest morning; I get a 
healthy flow through the bearings all 
the time, and high bearing tempera- 
tures are never allowed to arise. And 
I have cut to a minimum one of the 
biggest enemies of fuel economy—oil 
drag.

Hot Air 


T has long been my contention that 

the downdraught carburettor suffers 
a very grave fault; it draws its air from 
immediately under the bonnet top 
where, obviously, the air is extremely 
hot and, consequently, extremely thin. 
It always seemed to me that much 
better volumetric efficiency would 
result if the air could be drawn from 
outside the bonnet, and a recent modi- 
fication has provided the opportunity to 
put the theory to the test. It happened 
that a recent carburettor conversion 
left insufficient room under the bonnet 
for a conventional air filter; the owner 
agreed that we should cut a hole in the 
bonnet top, and weld in a forward-fac- 
ing air scoop which would contain the 
filtering elements of the original air 


filter. A piece of convoluted hose was 
taken from the carburettor neck, and 
was allowed to butt, under compres- 
sion, against the underside of the bon- 
net, beneath the air scoop. A run of 
about 30 miles soon proved the theory; 
when the engine became really hot, the 
0-60 m.p.h. time was lowered by three 
seconds, and fuel consumption over 
four miles, without anything else having 
been touched, was reduced by almost 
five fluid ounces, an increase of about 
6 m.p.g. 

I think the improvements were 
strictly the result of an intake of cooler 
and denser air; I know another car 
which is shortly to receive similar treat- 
ment—my own! 


Clutch Stall 


UR carburettor man is being 

worried to death by people who 
suffer engine stalling whenever the 
engine is idling and the clutch is 
operated; from his point of view, the 
only remedy is to increase idling speed 
sufficiently to provide increased 
torque, for, as he rightly points out, 
the condition cannot be cured by 
attention to the idling mixture. 

As far as I can see, the trouble 
is that the clutch pedal has a greater 
range of travel than has the clutch 
pressure plate, so that full depression 
of the pedal imposes a high frictional 
load on the crankshaft thrust faces, 
and a stall results. On small engines, 
quite a high engine speed is necessary 
to overcome the stalling tendency, and 
the best remedy we have found so far 
is the provision of a limit stop on the 
clutch pedal which is adjusted to stop 
pedal travel as soon as the clutch has 
treed. 

A less usual fault of this kind was 
that which produced a loud explosion 
in the silencer when the clutch pedal 
was released; this was caused by the 
pedal arm shorting out a chafed high 
tension wire, whilst the silencer was 
quickly filled with highly combustible 
gas. Only after the exhaust system 
had split from stem to stern did the 
owner bother to investigate! 


Flying Short 
NE un-looked-for snag which has 


increasing the 
production

dynamo failures, and this expensive 
trouble ought to be guarded against 
by anyone who is trying to coax a few 
extra knots from a conventional car 
After two failures, it was found, on 
test, that the general run of standard 
dynamos would not withstand very 
many extra r.p.m. before the armature 
windings began to “ fling ” owing to the 
increased centrifugal loading The 
first symptom is that the charge falls 
eff above a certain speed, and can be re- 


stored only by reducing speed to the 
equivalent of about 2,000 engine r.p.m 
Further high-speed work renders the 
dynamo completely hors de combat, 
owing to one or more of the armature 
windings having “ gone to ecarth”; the 
outward evidence of this is pro- 
nounced burning of one or more of 
the commutator bars It does not 
speak very highly of modern electrical 
equipment that dynamos have such a 
lamentably small reserve of stamina, 
but ways have had to be found to 
eliminate this expensive armature col 
lapse. One engine was adjudged to 
be running up to 800 r.p.m. faster than 
in its standard form, and the easiest 
way out of the difficulty was thought 
to be the fitting of a larger dynamo 
pulley A Sin diameter, dic-cast, 
aluminium = pulley, of the type 
generally used for driving machinery, 
was purchased and fitted, and at the 
last check the dynamo had run man’ 
thousands of miles without trouble. 


Evening Sparks 

CUSTOMER wold us, the other 

day, of his astonishment when he 
happened one night to lift his bonnet 
and see a veritable firework display 
coming from the ignition system. Blue 
flashes could be seen, he said in won- 
derment, on the plug insulators, the 
h.t. leads, the distributor cap, and the 
neck of the coil. We took some time 
explaining to him that, although these 
sparks could be seen only in the dark 
they were, in fact, visible evidence of 
leakage which is going on all the time 
In very damp conditions, they are mul 
tiplied many times, and complete 
breakdown of the ignition system can, 
and often does, result. In ordinary con- 
ditions, such h.t. leakages can be toler 
ated, although they must obviously 
reduce the strength of the spark across 
the plug gap, but there are one or two 
ways of insulating completely the igni 
tion system, and preventing any leak 
age Many motorists will have seen 
demonstrations of an ignition system 
continuing to function under a con- 
tinuous torrent of water from a hose 
pipe; this is achieved by the use of a 
sealing cement which provides an over- 
all insulating coverage of the system 
A cheaper remedy is the use of Per- 
spex cement, which can be bought at 
any hobbies shop, and which should 
be painted all over the wires, plugs, 
distributor cap and coil. This forms 
what amounts to a very fine film of 
Perspex, which is not only a good insu- 
lator but also is flexible and petrol- 
and oil-resistant. Apart from its uses 
in connection with the ignition system, 
it is very useful stuff to have around; 
it will seal petrol and oil leaks, and can 
be used with insulating tape to effect a 
temporary water hose repaii

Variable Handicapping 


The standard of handicapping was very 
mixed, but in the last race of the day it 
produced the kind of superb finish which 
one sees only once or twice in a season 
In the first handicap, however, P. A.

it really did seem that Maseratis

I have just read the Labour Party's pamphlet called * Challenge 
to Britain Phere is nothing in that document to cause me to 
change my view that any form of State ownership would be 
extremely detrimental 

The main reason given in the pamphlet for this programme of 
public ownership is that chemical production must expand to 
keep pace with the enlarged requirements of other basic industries 
/ Of course chemical production must expand, and this is exactly

the SNAIL Brand . shown by those in it. My speech today emphasises the expansionist 
“Q"’ type Wrench policy which I.C.I. has censistently pursued. I.C.1. is meeting 
today every demand for chemical materials made upon it in the United 
Kingdom, and the average level of prices is lower than that im the 
U.S.A. and Europe. In addition its exports have increased very 
substantially in volume and in value since the war and are now 
running at over £1,000,000 per week, I can say without qualification 
that no company has a finer record of expansion and enterprise 

Why then should public ownership be suggested as a safeguard 
against possible shortages, which do not exist, and which will 
never occur, if Private Enterprise is permitted to go ahead ? 
Surely the experience of the State-owned industries 1s convincing 
eviden that whatever cl may be said about State ownership
